The pftssago of tliu builtling byUiw by 
the city council on Weilnosthiy evoiuii_i< 
must bo rofjarded as agreiU stop tuwiirds 
perfecting our inuiiiciiial system of gov- 
ineiit, inaamucli as it <;'^'*-'^* c-orpurn- 
tioii, on buliulf of tht' citizons, thu ccmtrul 
cif many matters wliicli aQuct tho welfare 
and improvement of the city, and tor its 
incoptieii the city is largely indebted to 
Councillor Wrigles worth, who has given 
much time and attention to the subject. 
There ia an era in the history of every city 
when such a bylaw becomes necessary, 
and that point has now been reached by 
the city of Victoria, and its recognition is 
rendered the more imperative- by the 
many new buildings about to be erected, 
and the general desire for improvement 
which has set in. L'ndor these circum 
stances it is necessary that some munici- 
pal supervision should exist, not jnly for 
the protection of tlie individual citizen, 
but for tlie well nrdering and safety of 
the city at large. 'I'lie bylaw it.self is a 
lengthy one, as it deals with a great va- 
riety of subjects, and it may be well to 
present a synopsis of its leading features. 
Clause 1 empowers the council to appoint 
a building insiiector whose duties will be 
I.I ovclsri' llic I'li'cli.'li of new liiiihlilins 
within the city, ami generally to exani- 
Mie when so directed by anthoiitie.s .H|)eci- 
liod, chimneys, tire place.s, boilers, furnaces, 
stoves, funnels, Hues, etc ; also buildings 
used for the storage of gunpowder, oil, 
hay, straw or other inflainmablu mate- 
rials, and to report on the satno and no- 
tify iho owner or les-see.^, etc , concerning 
discontinuance, alterations or lopaivs. 
Suction -1 renders owners or occupiers 
liable to a [lenally for neglecting the in- 
spector's notice, not exceeding 8iO per 
day, in addition to the penalty imposed 
by the bylaw. l!y section 5 the city sur- 
veyor is appointeil to perform the duties 
of inspector, tlui." avoiding, for the pres- 
ent at any rate, the expense of a special 
othcer, which however will eveiituiilly be 
necessary. 

BUILUI.VO OUSTUUcrloNS. 

Section deals witii obstructions on 
the streets and sidewalks during building 
operations, compelling the builder to 
erect a board fence, within which all 
lumber and rubbisli must be kept, nol 
more than one -third the width uf the 
street to be occupied for such purposes; 
and all material and obstructitms to be 
roninveil ;is soon as possible after the 
coin|)letion iif the building, anil the.<>treet 
loft in good repair.

Chimney stacks are to be carried not 
leas than four feet above the walls or 
ridged decks of roof.-i, except in cases to \w 
doterniiiied by the inspec-tor, and chim- 
neys of manufiiclories an; to b(^ carried a 
snfticient height to ehuir the surrotindiiig 
buildings and satisfy the inspector. See 
tion 9 deals with the distance of timber 
with regard to ovens, boilers or furnaces, 
and openings of chimneys.

(T.irOMlo (Jlolie, inili Iiiiie) 
We have been informed by the pro- 
niuters of this undertaking that there is 
even les.s excuse than we were at lirit led 
to believe llioro was for any iiiterfereiico 
on the part of cither the Canadian Pacific 
Company or the Dominion gov. riiinont 
with their charter, There ia no intention 
to make any connection with the North- 
ern Pacific, the intention being to build a 
line of some -10 oi ."lO inilea from the min- 
ing diatriet to the navigable waters of the 
Columbia River. This river is navigable 
northward to the point where the Canadi- 
an Pacific is expected to cross it, and it 
will ill this way atford a niuan.H of tr.oi.s- 
porting the ore from the ICnoteiiay uiines 
to a point whore tho iiiatorials necessary 
for smelting it can bo obtaiiietl. 

Tho railway project in question baa 
been fully approved of by tho British Co- 
lumbians. The legislature chartered and 
subsidized tlio road. The A'ictoria Board 
of Trade jiaased strong resol ii lioii.s in 
favor of the railway bill when il was uniler 
conaidoralioii. The leading businesa men 
also endorsed it by a menriorial. The 
provincial government approves of the 
project, and the representatives in the 
Dominion parliament have spoken in its 
behalf. 

Tho Kootenay district is now practi- 
cally depopulated. A few years ago 
several thousand miners were attracted to 
It by rich placer mines, 4)ut its various 

ranges of mountains so separated it from 
the farming portions of the country, and 
made living so expensive, that tho results 
of the summer's labour would not pay the 
year's cost of living, and for somo years 
only thirty or forty while men have re- 
sided there. It is thought that tho con- 
struction of tho Kootenay railroad and 
the completion of tho Canadian Pacific 
will bring thousands of iiiiticra into tho 
district, and that a great deal of wealth 
will flow annually from its now inacces- 
sible iiiouiUaina. The projectors of tho 
railway have become the owners of one of 
the largest depoaits of silver-bearing 
galona known on tho Pacific coast, situat- 
ed on the oast shore of Kootenay lake. 
To work tliia ore in .American territory 
would iieceaaitato the payment of fi'M per 
ton duty on the ore, or §'10 per ton on 
the lead. Therefore it must be amelted 
on Canadian soil, and refined probably in 
Swansea. To this circiiiiistance British 
Coliniihia is indebted for tho probable 
building of a line which will open up one 
(d its riclioat mining aoctioiis .
